Senator Morgan 
visiting his long-time 
Lapsley. He came wp 
Sunday, and on the veranda 
Lapsley's beautiful residence, 
on one of the hills overlooking the city 
where the breezes blow perennially, he 
told me the story of the newspaper pub- 
lication that has attracted the attention 
of the country and which seems likely 
to play a most important part in the 
politics of Alabama. 

Not in years has Senator Morgan look- 
od so well. It is the fashion to refer to 
him as an old man, measuring him by 
the years that he has lived, and yet de- 
spite his gray hair and the external evi- 
dence of age, he impresses one with the 
magnificent vigor of his physical con- 
stitution as well as by the vigor and 
virility of his inteilect. And as I have 
sald, he looks better than he has in 
years. There ts color in his cheeks and 
the fire of youth In his eye. The grand 
old man of southern democracy 
bines the vigor of virile manhood 
the wisdom that can only 
age and experience.

I have 
nobody to suggest, but the party is big- 
ger than any one man and surely it will 
not nurt to consider calmly and soberly 
what ds best to do under all the circum- 
stances.” 

How That Interview Was Born. 

I asked Senator Morgan if the inter- 
published in Washington was a 
prepared document given out 
or how it

an authorized statement 
came about. 

“Oh, no, it was nothing of the sort. I 
have said nothing about it, because I do 
not care to say anything that will look 
like a reflection upon a’ newspaper friend 
with whom I did talk; but it all grew 
out of a casual conversation on the 
street one evening. That was on the 
Sth of July. I had forgotten all about 
it until the llth, when it appeared in the 
papers. I do not now want to be under- 
stood as repudiating it, although as print- 
ed it only partially represents my views, 
and much of the language 
mouth I never used. Much that I did 
say was omitted—some things that would 
have changed the general trend of the 
interview being forgotten by the man with 
whom I talked, and instead of its being 
a carefully prepared pronunciamento, as 
some of the newspapers have endeavored 
to make out, I told my friend at the out- 
set that I did not want the matter to be 
used as comine from me, but gave it to 
him rather with the idea that he elaborate 
it in his own way and as his own matter. 
After we had talked he beseeched me to 
let him use my name in connection with 
the suggestions I had advanced, and as ho 


as 


had said it would greatly add to the val- | 


ue of the matter to him, I finally said 
he might do so, as I am never afraid to 
father any views which I hold. 1 did 
not think he was going to put me in quo- 
tation marks or I would have seen to it 
that all 1 said was presented just as I 
said it, but again let me eay that I do not 
repudiate the young man who did, in a 
general way, get down some of my views 
as I gave them.” 
The Chicago Platform. 

“What particularly was not presented?” 

“Well, for one ting, what I had to 
say about the Chicago platform. I am, 
as you know, a great beltever in the Chi- 
cago platform, word for word and letter 
for letter. I have studied that plat- 
form in the Heht of democratic history 
more than most men, and I have always 
maintoined that it is the grandest pre- 
sentation of the true principles of democ- 
racy that has ever been made. I believe 
in every plank in that platform and have 
always advocated it, not in a general 
way merely, but in every way looking te 
the enactment into law of any of its prin- 
ciples. I see some of the gold organs 
say my talk indicates a weakening on the 
platform, and they are proclaiming that 
they have caught me. Well, all I've to 
say about that ia they've caught a tartar, 
that’s all. 

“The whole idea of my talk,’’ continued 
Senator Morgan, “‘was that we ought to 
all get together and elect a president if 
we can. I find a lot of good democrats— 
as good democrats as anybody, as loyal, 
as earnest and aa true—who do not be- 
lieve it is possible to win with Mr. Bryan 
as the nominee. Even those who are 
talking mest enthusiastically for his nom- 
ination are inclined to take that view of 
it. Indeed, it is dificult to find a demo- 
crat famillar with the situation through- 
out the country who believes Mr. Bryan 
has much of a chance for election. 


Consideration Will Not Hurt. 

“Now, some people may cry out against 
this talk as heresy, but if it is true 
that there {fs scarcely a chance to win 
with Mr. Bryan, I am sure it is not here- 
sy on the part of other democrats to 
look around and see if there is not some 
other man upon whom all democratic ele- 
ments might unite, and—on the Chicaco 
platform-—-elect him.

democrat had a better chance of election 
he would not let personal ambition stand 
in the way of party success. I do not say 
that there is any other man who does 
stand a better chance; but what I do say 
is that it is our privilege as democrats, 
and indeed our duty to the party, to look 
around us and see whether there is a good 
chance of bettering our outlook by consid- 
ering whether some other candidate 
would not be even more available. If it 
is thought, after due consideration, that 
Mr. Bryan is the best man, his chances 
for success will not have been injured at 
all by the fact of other men having been 
thought of: indeed, they will have been 
strengthened if it appears that he has 
been chosen after due consideration and 
not through the influence of thoughtless 
enthusiasm or ardent hero worship. I 
greatly admire Mr. Bryan and have al- 
ways paid my tribute to the splendid 
campaign he made in 1896; but what we 
have to think of is not the campaign of 
1896, but the campaign of 190, bringing, 
as it must, new conditions. It is no Pra- 
flection on Mr. Bryan that we should look 
carefully over the fleld and consider oth- 
er men: i{t is rather a reflection upon 
ourselves if we jump into this thine 
blindly, taking it for granted that be- 
cause he was the nominee three years 
ago he must of necessity be the nominee 
next year.” 

That Suggested Pledge. 

“The part of your Washington

restoration. If in furnishing currency for 
those countries which have been large 
silver users and in which our money is 
sure to take the place of the Spanish 
money, we open the way for the coinage 
of five hundred millions or a thousand 
millions of silver, the demand for that 
metal would surely raise the price to 
such a point that there would be a prac- 
tical restoration of the commercial parity 
of the two metals, and the bogle which 
has frightened the business world would 
be dispelled. I think we should do the 
best we can toward that end. When we 
can get an unlimited coinage bill through 
congress, we should do so: until we can, 
we should do all in our power to pave 
the- way for the “increased use of silver, 
because it will lead to the desired end of 
complete restoration. If we can do that, 
we will have done much. If some other 
democrat than Mr. Bryan can brine about 
the victory that must necessarily be the 
forerunner of any such legislation, it is 
our right and our duty find such a 
democrat. I do not that there 
is a better man, but I do 
say that we should carefully consider 
whether there is or not.

Money Held in Treasury, 
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SAYS TT SHOULD BE DIVIDED 


‘Between the Stockholders and Not 
Kept in Safe, 
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STORY OF ROAD'S LEASE 10 CENTRAL 


Its Guarantee of Seven Per Cent. 
The Amount Paid the South- 
western Railroad—General 
News of the Central 
City. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
,con, Ga., July 19.—(Special.)—Mr. Henry 
A. Alexander as attorney of Mr. Robert 
M. Farrar, of Atlanta, has filed a suit 
in Bibb superior court against the 
/Southwestern Railroad Company in the 
f $100,000, A copy of the suit was 
afternoon on Mr. John M. 
: ‘retary and treasurer of the 
Southewestern railroad at Macon. 

The recites, among other things, 
that on June 24, 1869, the Southewestern 
railroad was leased to the Central ata 
guaranteed dividend of 7 per cent per 
anpum on the capital stock of $5,310,000 
of the Southwestern railroad. On March 
8. 1892, the Central railroad was placed 
in the hands of a receiver, and the Cen- 
tral defaulted in the payment of divi- 
dend to the stockholders of the South- 
western railroad. On August 26, 18%, a 
plan for the reorganization of the Cen- 
tral railroad properties was entered into 
and among the subjects dealt with @ 
said plan was the adjustment of the re- 
lations arising out of the lease of the 
Southwestern. 

It was agreed between the representa- 
tives of the Southwestren interests and 
the reorganization that the latter should 
pay the stockholders of said company 
for the period of default during the re- 
ceivership of the Central a sum which 
should represent an annual dividend of 
5 per cent upon its capital stock instead 
af 7, per cent, as stipulated bv the lease, 
Which sum amounted to $865,183.34. This 
amount was paid to the Southwestern 
Railroad Company in December, 18%. Of 
this sum $270.00 was appropriated for 
the payment of the services of officers, 
attorneys and agents, growing out of 
the receivership. and $503,100 was paid as 
an alleged dividend to the Southwest- 
ern stockholders of 10 per cent upon 
their stock, and the balance, $90,000, was 
placed in the treasury of the South- 
wsetern company and held by it under 
the claim that it was to be so held to 
meet unforseen emergencies to which 
the company might be hereafter sub- 
jected. This $99,000 was invested in in- 
terest hearing bonds and the principal 
and accumulated interest now amounts 
to $19.90. The plaintiff, Mr. Rogert M. 
Farrar. is a stockholder in the South- 
western Railroad Company. and he holds 
that the $90.00 should not be held in the 
treasury of the company, but should be 
distributed among the stockholders, and 
he brings suit for the purpose of ob- 
taining this distribution. The result of 
jhe case will be awaited with much in- 
terest.

They 
are Mrs. Nellie Needham, of Columbus, 
Ga., and son, Willie Dempsey, who is 
in a sanitarium in Baltimore. It is ru- 
méred that an effort will be made to 
break the will and a bie legal battle can 
be expected. Mr. Dempsey was about 
eighty-five years old at the time of his 
death and there is some surprise that he 
had made no will until within four days 
of his death. He named his wife, Mrs. 
Lillian Loomis Dempsey, as executrix, as 
wellas sole heir. The second Mrs. Demp- 
sey was about twenty-one years old and 
Mr. Dempsey nearly eighty when they 
married. There are three young chiidren 
hy this union. It was thought that Mr. 
Dempsey would will a handsome sum to 
the St. Joseph Catholic church of Macon, 
but he left it nothing. Messrs. Hill, Har- 
ris & Birch have been selected as the 
Macon attorneys of Mrs. Dempsey. The 
senior of this firm is the new chanceilor 
of the state university.

XI. THE AGE OF NAPOLEON. 


In literature the age of Napoleon was al- 
most wholly one of transition. It had 
little distinct character of its own. As 
to form, it adopted and repeated the con- 
ventions that had been honored in the 
age inat preceeded it. As to matter, it 
adopted partly the ideas of the philoso- 
phies and partly those of Rousseau. At 
the same time it manifested in no small 
measure that scientific spirit of exact 
analysis and appreciation of fact which 
has ben so strongly the 


characteristic 


spirit of the Philosophes. He also rep- 
resents its reaction in favor of a concep- 
tion of diety more spiritual, more person- 
al, more intimate and self-revealing tnan 
that afforded by the cold deism of the 
philosophes, or even by the sentimental 
deism of Rousseau. He further represents 
those peculiar transitional features of the 
age, its employment, after the manner of 
Rousseau, of the emotional element in 
literature, and an appreciation of natural 
beauty. This latter feature has indeed 
become a cardinal element of modern lit- 
erature. It is safe to say that no writer 
since Chateaubriand’s time professing tuo 
deal with nature at all does other than 
deal with her sympathetically and loving- 
ly; or, if not so, then as Byron (who 
was a professed pupil of Chateaubriand) 
dealt with her adoringly, gloriously. Na- 
ture poetry, the merely descriptive sort, 
came to an end with Rousseau and Cha- 
teaubriand, although they both wrote only 
in prose,

work throughout the world 
generally during the whole of the nine- 
teenth century. But in even a more mark- 
ed degree it gave evidence of the approach 
of that romantic movement which under 
the leadership of Victor Hugo was the 
characteristic feature of much of the pure- 
ly literary work of France during the 
great middle part of the century, 

It must not be forgotten that the eight- 
eenth century, for all its vigor of thought, 
its unrest, its determined investigation 
into the causes and roots of things, its 
wholesale onslaughts on established or- 
der in church and state, was, in purely 
literary matters, decidedly conservative 
and uninventive. 

Even Rousseau, although he was in the 
realm of imaginative literature the one 
great name of the age, gave to literature 
no new form nor freed it from any one 
of its many inherited restrictions. The 
consequence was that the poetry and the 
drama of the Napoleonic age, which was 
merely a continuation of the preceding 
age, were still characterized by the same 
strict conventions as to construction and 
forrn, the same strict limitations as to 
what ideas, what what char- 
acteristics, were proper to use or not to 
that had been set up by Malherbe 
and Boileau in the seventeenth century. 
In other words, poetic compositions, the 
dramatie art and the production of imag- 
inative literature of every sort had be- 
come almost a rule of thumb. 

The revolution had been an epoch of 
chaos. Napoleon had ¢ome and establish- 
ed order and was now supreme. The 
revolution had been an epoch in which 
every innovator had some hopes of suc- 
cess. The natural reaction had followed. 
Napoleon wanted no innovators and the 
temper of time supported him. Napoleon's 
own prédilections were for positive knowl- 
exact information, the exposition 
of the way things actually happen, the 
discovery of demonstrable law—in other 
words, for science—and this, too, pleased 
him. for it favored his purposeq—little in- 
clined to be doctrinaries, to be teachers 
of the people, to be meudlesome in pub- 
lic Science, then, under the Na- 
poleonic rule had honor; that is to say, 
natural and mathematical science; for 
moral, metaphysical and historical science 
the matter-of-fact emperor discouraged 
as being too nebulous. Cuvier, Lamarck, 
Bichat. St. Hilaire, Laplace, Lagrange are 
some of the names of those who gava 
luster to French science in Napoleon's 
time, and whom Napolion dignified with 
public trusts or with public consideration. 
Cuvier was a member of the 
atate and afterwards minister of public 
instruction. Laplace was president of the 
senate. Lagrange was grand officer of 
the Legion of Honor and a count of the 
e 
under the empire 


of literary 
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empire. 

We have said that 
poetry had little merit. There was one 
poet, however, Andre Chinier (1762-1794) 
who, had he been allowed to live, would 
undoubtedly have ben the empire's most 
brilliant literary star. Even as it was, he 
was the greatest poet France possessed 
for over 100 years, from the time of 
Ronsard down to the poets of the middle 
nineteenth century. But Chenier’s head 
fell upon the scaffold some years before 
the empire began. Although a classic in 
his tastes and in his severe and exact 
ideas of art—that is to say, although a 
poet of the school of Racine—Chenier 
showed the warmth, the glow, the color, 
the intimate personal note, the versatili- 
tv of expression, that characterized the 
romantic school of the subesquent ‘30s and 
‘40s. And that school justiy regarded him 
as their percursor. 

The great games in pure literature in 
the actual age of Napoleon were only two 
—Chateaubriand and Mme. de Stael. It 
is customary to speak of Chateaubriand 
and Mme. de Stael together, and this for 
a reason apart from tne fact that they 
were the two sole stars of the epoch they 
illuminated. Taken together, Chateaubri- 
and and Mme. de Stael typify and repre- 
sent completely the whole literary move- 
ment of the Napoleonic age, apart from 
its scientific movement. 

Chatéaubriand (1768-1848) represents the 
reaction of the age against the doctrinaire

Chateaubriand in his dealing with relig- 
ion was something more than an apolo- 
He was a posi- 
tive and ardent advocate of the religion 
of Christ. His “Genius of Christianity’’ is 
perhaps unequaled in literature as an ex- 
position of the value of religion as a fac- 
tor in art and in poetry. But he claimed 
for Christianity a validity in this respect 
exceeuing that of all other religions be- 
cause it could do more for art and 
poetry, and, through art and poetry, more 
for life than all other religions. 


DE STAEL. 
divide in fact as they 
do in men’s minds the development of a 
nation or of a literatere. But a combi- 
nation of political and social events makes 
the early years of ta¢ stnefenth century 
truly epoch-making in French thought 
and art. The vear 1801 saw the first strik- 
ing work of Chateaubriand, whose ‘‘Ata- 
la’’ struck a new that for decades 
was a dominant one. In 1802 came the ar- 
tistically less valuable but ethically more 
Significant ‘‘Delphine’’ of Mme, de Stael, 
and this was followed in 1807 by her yet 
more striking ‘Corinne, while already 
in 1810 she had finished her epoch-makinzg 
on Germany, by which, as has 
been happily said, she sowed the whole 
century with fertile !deas and breathed 
into intellectual France a wholly new 
spirit. 

To understand how she did this and to 
realize just what it was that she did. 
we must know something of her birth, 
her early training and her later experi- 
ences, personal and political. She was 
the daughter of the Genevese banker, 
Necker, a noted finance minister of Louis 
AVI. Her mother was Suzanne Curchod, 
once beloved of the historian Gibbon. She 
passed her precocious youth in one of 
the most brilliant of Paristan litérary sa- 
Jons, sharpening her wits bY the conver- 
sation of some of the keenest minds of 
that age, molding her critical powers on 
great though not always lovabie models, 
and nursing ambitions of an intellectual 
position as brilliant and as predominant 
as that of her parents. 

There, as a young woman, she became 
thoroughly interpenetrated with the con- 
fident optimism of the eighteenth century 
and an optimist she remained to the lasi, 
through all the horrorew of the Terror 
and the despotic tyranny of Napoleon. 
She believed in ideals and s§e believed ‘tn 
herself. She was positive, self-assertive, 
writing much and very fond of conver- 
sution, in which she could bear the lead- 
part. Her marriage in 1786 to the 
Swedish ambassador, Baron von 8taece!l- 
Holstein. her motherhood, her later affec- 
tion for Benjamin Constant, never seem to 
have affected her indepe:lence. There 
must have been something virile in her 
appearance if we may trust the reports 
of contemporary writers and painters, 
which a modern critic, Sorel, has thus 


summarized:

lively mm conversation, sculpturesque 
shoulders, powerful arms, robust hands, 
high forehead, black hair, falling in thick 
curls, vigorous nose, strongly marked 
mouth, prominent lips, opened wide to 
life and speech, an orator's mouth, with 
a frank, good-humored smile, all the ge- 
nius shining in her’ eyes, her sparkling 
glances, deep and gentle in repose, dm- 
perious when a flash crossed them. That 
flash came when she gpoke. It was by 
her speech that she beguiled and persua4d- 
ed and conquered.” 

Her literary career began in 1788, two 
years after her marriage, with ‘‘Letters on 
Rousseau,’ for whose social ideas she 
proclaimed an ardent admiration, Thea 
revolution began the next year and di- 
vorced her from politics. She felt obliged 
to leave Paris shortly before the great 
September massacres of 1792, and went to 
Coppet, in Switzerland, and afterward io 
England, engaging in mild political in- 
trigue and returning to Paris after Rob-- 
splerre’s fall, to remain there with brief 
visits to Coppet until she was expelled by 
Napoleon. 

Her opposition to the emperor was in- 
stinctive. It seemed to sooth her vanity 
to feel that she could frritate the compel- 
ler of states. She counted exile as a 
rantage ground from which to shoot her 
darts and‘nurse the pride of martyrdom. 
It came in 1808 and brought her mucha 
more than she sought in it, for it took 
her to Germany and revealed to her a new 
philosophy and new ideals of literary 
art. Without her exile she could have 
written neither “Corinne nor ‘‘Germany,” 
and it is by these books, unread though 
they be today, that she still influences 
profoundly the literary lite of France, in- 
to which she was the first to introduce a 
strong Germanic current. She did not re- 
turn to Paris till the fall of Napoleon, 
and even after Waterloo she remained 
much abroad, for her health was gradu- 
ally failing. She died two years later, in 
)817.

In conclusion, Mr. Rivers gave 
fellow bankers this advicc® 

“The majority of small farmers look 
upon the banker an enuemy; they 
are not educated in banking, and have 
never been in a position to realize the 
benefit that a bank is to a community. 
A great manv farmers, vo0d men. have 
never been inside a bank building in 
their lives. 

“Now, it is my candid opinion that 
the bankers of Texag have it in their 
power to bring about a desired change, 
to greatly reduce the acreage of cotton 
in our state, by advising and encour- 
aging and offering the farmer an in- 
ducement to diversify his crop, make 
his cotton hig surplus crop, and when 
he shal! have accomplished this we 
have made our state a prosperous one, 
our people a happy and contented peo- 
ple; we wonld have no. third-party 
growlers. And I would here suggest 
that we recommend and urge the bank- 
ers of all the cotton-growing States 
through our associations to take a per- 
sonal interest in the farmers of their 
different districts, to advise with them 
and suggest ways and means whereby 
they can reduce the cotton acreage and, 
at the same time, make a better and 
easier living for their families.”’ 

Every word of this is as applicable 
to Georgia as it to Texas, but the 
country merchants can do more than 
the bankers to bring about the change. 
Our farmers must diversify their prod- 
ucts, or they will be ruined in the near 
future, when the southwest will fur- 
nish all the eotton that can be sold.

lf there is one privilege of which 
our people are jealous it is that of 
freedom of religious  worsnip. So 
strong is the feeling in favor of a 
complete divorce between government 
and religion that the people will hesi- 
late long before they will permit 
of any interference with any form of 
public worship, or even of a carice- 
lure of it, so long as it maintains the 
outward cloak. 

Undoubtedly there are abuses. There 
are times when the ears of pious men 
are pained by extravagances which 
they hear upon the streets; but behind 
this is the great principle of religious 
liberty, so strong that conservative 
men would rather lean to an abuse on 
the side of religious extravagance. 

It would seem from the opinions 
expressed by members of the city po- 
lice commission that there have been 
many excesses of speech, and in some 
eases blockading of the streets, which 
Seem to demand attention. It would 
have been quite enough, however. for 
the police commission to have instruct- 
ed the force to see that good order was 
preserved, sinee nothing short of a 
breach of order would justify them 
in taking steps. lor this purpose the 
law is at all. times sufficient. The 
Streets are for the general public, and 
of course they must be open for 
traffic. Whenever public meetings of 
any kind interfere with this traffic it 
is perfectly in order to notify those 
holding them of the fact; but as long 
as the public traffle and the meetings 
can be accommodated without inter- 
fering with each other, no such move- 
ment should be made. 

The attempt to regulate these pub- 
lic meetings so as to allow those which 
were orthodox and to forbid those 
which were not, was an inconsiderate 
undertaking, and struck at the very 
principle of religious liberty. While 
everyone admits the right of the city 
to control the pubtlie streets and to 
preserve orc(pr, no one admits its right 
to pass upon the orthodoxy of what 
anvbody hag to say. 

The defeat of the proposition to set 
up a religious censorship was eminent- 
ly proper, and reflects credit upon the 
jealous regard whieh our people have 
for religious liberty. Now that the au- 
thorities have placed themselves in a 
proper attitude, it is to be hoped, on 
the other hand, that those who are 
conducting those public meetings will 
see to it that every reasonable objec- 
tion is avoided hereafter.

HOW PUBLICITY 
AFFECTED PEKING 


cverybody has heard of The Peking 
Gazette, the Chinese official newspaper 
which has been published for a thousand 
years, and which has never missed an 
issue in all that time. 

So the story goes, and there {fs nobody 
to deny it. The Chinese always have the 
advantage when they quote history, for 
they generally go back to such an early 
period that it {s tmpossible for other na- 
tions without ancient records to disprove 
what they claim. 

No matter what inventions come to the 
front, the Chinese calmly Inform us that 
such things were in use in their country 
thousands of years ago. 


——- 


But they tell a story about The Pekin 
Gazette which will readily comman 
belief. 

Many centuries ago there was a Chinese 
emperor who was very gentle in his deal- 
ings with his subjects, and his whole at- 
tention seemed to be centered upon the 
arts of civilization. 

When his skillful printers invented a 
process by which thousands of copies of 
The Gagette could be thrown off in a 
very short time the emperor was de- 
lighted. 

He called his wise men together, and a 
plan was agreed upon for the conduct 
and the circulation of the newspaper. 

The idea was to print the news, with 
editorials which should express the views 
of the management, or comment on or 
explain the news. 


This bright, newsy and cheap news- 
paper at once became Very popular 
throughout the empire. It was liberal tn 
its policy, and in a short time all classes 
of people found that it was very pleasant 
and helpful to have their names mention- 
ed in the paper. 

The emperor, who was practically the 
editor-in-chief, was deeply interested 
in matters of literature, science and art 
that for some years he allowed his offi- 
clals and the people to do very much as 
they pleased. 

The citizens of Peking were allowed to 
organize a representative body of local 
law makers, and hold sessions for the 
purpose of regulating city matters. 

Religion, free thought and free speech 
were not interfered with by the author!t- 
ties during this period. 

Peking progréssed beyond the hopes of 
the most enthuslastic of her people, and 
The Gazette became a power in the land. 


— 
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But the time came when the emperor 
was worred, and he called his chief ad- 
visers to him. 

“T say,’’ he began in an Irritable way, 
“free religion is well enough, but a pack 
of idle fellows obstruct our streets and 
annoy guiet people with thelr howls and 
frantic contortions. They claim that they 
are trying to make men better, but they 
toil not, produce nothing, and some of 
the varlets pass around the hat.’’ 

“Did your majesty ever hear them?’

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Where Mr. Bryan Is Right. 
From the Savannah, Ga., Press. 

Mr. Bryan explains his position upon 
the Philippine question in a letter to 
the Atlanta Constitution of Saturday in 
which he enters an implied protest 
against Senator Morgan's charge that 
the Nebraska statesman would withdraw 
the American troops from the Philip- 
pines. 

Mr. Bryan says that if the adminstra- 
tion ‘had given to the Filipinos the as- 
suranoe of independence which was 
given to the Cubans there would have 
been no bloodshed. If that assurance 
given now hostilities will cease. No one 
proposes to withdraw the soldiers until 
a stable government established, but 
it will be easy to establish a stable gov- 
ernment when it is Known that our 
cupancy of the Philippine islands is only 
temporary. Forcible annexation would 
be criminal and contrary to our code cf 
morality.’’ 

Mr. Bryan's views seem to be sensi- 
ble on this point. We think with him 
that if the government had given the 
Filipinos assurance that they would ul- 
timately achieve their independence un- 
der the American protectorate’ there 
would have been no fight with the in- 
surgents and the war would be stopped 
even now. But the administration ha« 
no idea of giving any such assurance. 
The programme is to seize and hold the 
dependencies, and hold them against 
the natives and the world. This js “forc- 
ible annexation,”’ and, in the language of 
Mr. McKinley ts “criminal aggression.”’

| QUESTION OF ROUND 
AND SQUARE BALE 


A representative of the round bale pro- 
cess of baling eotten was approached 
yesterday in regard to the statement 
made by Mr. C. C. Hanson in a special 
from Savannah, Ga., published in The 
Constitution of July 18th, in which Mr. 
Hanson that he is the lessee of 
the Central railroad compress and ig 
conducting the campaign for the Georgia 
and Alabama Compress Association. He 
States that the fight against the round 
bale has begun in earnest, and that he 
is having the campaign inaugurated from 
Savannah. In this eonnection Mr. Han- 
son says: 

“You see, [ have a large office 
here which js chiefly engaged in corre- 
spondence on this subject. We have not 
depended upon correspondents, however, 
but have a number of men In the fleld 
who are engaged in interviewing the gin- 
ners personally.’ 

Iie claims that unless there is a sud- 
den defection from the movement fully 5) 
per cent of the next season's cotton re- 
ceipts at Savannah will come in the 
shape of standard bales. 

“Now, we do not dispute this,” 
the representative of the round bale, ‘but 
Mr. Hanson is giving away his whule 
case when he admits the fact. The round 
bale people—the Lowry company and the 
American Cotton Compressing Company — 
have not been in this territory more than 
a& year; in fact, the American Cotton 
Company only opened an office in Atlania 
on the loth day of May, and if they 
lave been able to cut down the receipts 
of cotton fully one-half in that time, 
there must be some merit in the round 
bale. 

“The adventage 
just simply this. 
is handled from the time it leaves the 
fields until it gets in the hands of the 
purchaser, the less charges come out of 
the planter and the ginner. This is an 
admitted fact. is admitted by every- 
body that from the time the eotton is 
gathered there are a lot of parasites 
working on it. First it is ginned and put 
in square bales; then it is carried to the 
compress and compress charges are taken 
out of it; then the warehouse and the 
Welgher all have to have their toll. Then 
it is subject to the purchaser and he is 
arbitrary in his price. All the tolls have 
to come out of the producer, of the cot- 
ton. 

“Mr. Hanson is a 
press of the Centra] 
not a farmer who does not need a cot- 
ton compress. As it is now they have 
{oO press the bale in a crude shape and 
send it to*one of Mr. Hanson’s com- 
presses, formerly owned by the Central 
railroad, and of which he is the 
If the farmer or the ginner can be the 
lessee and can compress his cotton on 
his own plantation for the same rate that 
it costs him to put it in the uncom- 
pressed square bales, then he has the 
udvantage. Certainly he can save on 
compress fees; and if he can put it in 
the shape that saves in interest and ‘n 
Weighing and in storage, and get one- 
half a cent a pound more for his cotton 
than he does in the original square bale, 
who its the gainer? It certainly goes 
either to the cotton raiser or the gin- 
ner.

We do not blame 
him for making this fight because he 
is the lessee of the Central railrvuad com- 
presses. If he did not expect to 
more than 50 per cent of the cotton this 
he won't get anything a year from 
now, it makes no difference what kind 
of a fight he makes. 

“The cheaper that 
pared for market and the highest price 
that the farmer can get for it is the 
thing that ts going to veontrol this matter. 
Farmers cuinnot have compresses and the 
next best thing they can do is have 
a press that will furnish a compressed 
baie inside thier own plantations. When 
they accomplish this they are going to 
get the patronage not only of the farmer, 
but also of the ginner. 

“There is a clear profit over the square 
bale of te a cent per pound. This differ- 
ence has heretofore pay com- 
press charges, warehouse prices\insurance 
and ware. Now the ‘hing thée-planter 
and the ginner to investigate is which 
of the round bales will give them the 
best profit on their cotton; which one ts 
it to the best interests of the producer 
and the adopt. The you

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Honorable Board of Water Commis- 
sioners, City of Atlanta—Gentlemen: 

The question of an abundant and 
healthful supply of water for a great 
city is one that should not only mect 
with the consideration of all g00d cit- 
izens, but espectally claim our atten- 
tion. The people of this city have 
placed a great trust in our hands and 
look confidently to us for an honest 
and careful administration of this 
trust. I mention this for the purpose 
of calling your attention to some sug- 
G€estions that have been brought to 
My attention by the superintendent, 
and after considering the same, 1 am 
Satisfied that it is the duty of the 
board to present the matter to the city 
council and ask that such steps be ta- 
Ken as May be necessary to secure the 
city In the enjoyment of a bountiful 
supply of pure water. 

The superintendent tells me that dur- 
ing the summer of last year and this 
year the pumps at Hemphill station 
were and are now running beyond 
their capacity during part of the day 
thereby jeopardizing the property of 
our citizens, for should a large fire 


break out during the time the pumps 
are being used beyond their capacity 
serious results might follow before 
we could get additional boilers in ser- 
vice to furnish steam sufficient to run 
both pumps. In view of this condition 
of affairs. I deem it but wise on our 
part to present the matter to the city 
council and ask that it make the nee- 
essary arrangements to furnish this 
board with sufficient money to pur- 
chase a 20,000,000 gallon pump in addi- 
tion to the two now in at Hemp- 
hill station; an additional bat- 
tery of boilers. 

| also call your attention to the ne- 
cessity in the near future of having 
another. large reservoir. The present 
reservoir has a capacity of about 170,- 
00,000 gallons of water, but not more 
than 100,000,000 gallons is available for 
filter purposes. The filters will not 
work under than eighteen feet 
head, and when the water in the res- 
ervoir gets below that mark they will 
not work, so that practically we have 
only about two week's supply of water 
in the present reservoir. I think we 
should have a reservoir with a ca- 
pacity of not less than 500,000,000 gal- 
lons. Remember, that we are not 
building for today, but for the future. 
Atlanta has grown beyond the expec- 
tations of every one, and she continues 
to grow. Our new waterworks, put 
in operation September 29, 1893, and 
supposed at that time to be sufficient 
for at least twenty years, is already 
found too small. The demand for wa- 
ter is constantly on the increase. and 
as the city grows this demand be- 
comes more pressing, and soon it will 
be impossible to furnish water fer 
domestic use and fire service at the 
Same time, but with a 20,000,000 gal- 
lon pump in service we would be se- 
cure for some vears.

the honor to eal] your attention to a 
matter that I consider of vita] import- 
ance to the citizens of Atlanta and one 
that should have the careful consider- 
ation of this board and of the city 
council. I refer to the lack of pump- 
ing capacity at our second Station. The 
pumps now in use at this station have 
a capacity of 10,000,000 per day each, 
and it is recognized as a necessity that 
we should have at least one pump asa 
reserve in case of accident to the one 
in use, as well as to give an opportu- 
nity to keep the pumps in good order 
by using them alternately, 

During the summer of last year 
and this year, the pumps at this station 
have been, and are nuw running during 
the afternoon from 4 to 6 o'clock be- 
yond their guaranteed capacity. We 
are now pumping over 6,000,000 gallons” 
of water per day, and during the above 
hours the pumps are run beyond their 
capacity. For instance, sixteen and 
one-half revolutions per minute is the 
maximum allowed each pump, and this 
produced 10,000,000 gallons of water per 
day, but from 4 to 6 in the afternoon 
the revolutions average eighteen and 
in case of fire averaye twenty. . This 
shows an apparent excess of pumpage 
of from one to four million gaiions 
of water over the guaranteed capacity 
of the pumps, but this is not the case 
so far as the volume is concerned, for 
when the revolutions of the pumps 
exceed their capacity we get velocity, 
but no more water, 

AS a result the pumps are injured 
by being run beyond their speed and 
the useiess consumption of coal re- 
suits. There is but one remedy for 
this. To meet the demand and be 
ready for fire service, both pumps 
will have to be put in operation during 
the two hours referred to, and that 
means the use of two more boilers nec- 
essary to furnish steam sufficient to 
run both pumps. ‘This will leave us 
with one boiler and no pump as a re- 
sult. Last year 1 reuwwummended to the 
board the necessity of putting in an 
additional battery of boilers, but the 
board decided otherwise. I again call 
your attention to this necessity as I 
see it. If our boilers can be kept in 
the condition they now are, they will 
last many years longer than they 
would if used so often as would be 
necessary to run both pumps during 
the afternoon. 

‘’o meet the requirements of the city 
the board should ae once make ar- 
rangements to put ina 20,000,000- gallon 
pump in addition to those in use at 
No. 2 station. Should the increase in 
the consumption of water go on as it 
has the past two years, we will need 
this additional pump next year, and as 
it takes about twelve months to build 
and put {in operation a pump of this 
size, I call your attention to the matter 
at this time so that you may take such 
action in the premeses as you see fit, 

The matter of < nother larger storage 
reservoir should also be considered, for 
from present indications the reservoir 
now in use will not hold sufficient 
water to give us more than two weeks’ 
supply, so that an accident at the river 
station or if for anv reason the reser- 
voir should not be supplied for two 
weeks the city wou suffer. 

I respectfully urge your honorable 
body to take this matter us with the 
city council and place the board on 
recor. as to its views of the situation. 
and urge on the council such action as 
will meet the needs of a department.

The new company will be Known as the 
Ohio. Knoxville and Port Royal Railway 
Company and one of the objects of the 
organization will be to connect Colum- 
bus, O., with Port Royal and the south 
Atlantic seaboard. Another of the amend- 
ments to the charter is that the company 
be allowed to build and operate steam- 
boats. In all probability a line will be 
organized to connect Augusta, Savannah 
and other important towns accessiblo 
with Port Royal, 

It is understood that there is consider- 
money behind the proposed estab- 
lishment of this trunk line from Colum- 
bus to Port Royal, and it is thought that 
English capitalists are largely interested 
in the deal. This has not been given out 
on authority, but the fact that duplicates 
of the certificates of amendments will ba 
forwarded to England lend color to this 
inference 

It is thought that the new 
will doubtless cross several of the coun- 
ties in the northern part of the state, 
will be a large factor in the development 
of the natural resources in that section. 

The petitioners ask that no limitation 
be placed on the capital stock, and that 
the directors of the company be per- 
mitted to issue such stock as they deem 
advisable. It is also asked that the char- 
ter continue for a term of eighty years 
from December 22, 1898, the date of the 
original incorporation. 

i. L. Tribble, secretary of the board of 
directors of the North Georgia Rallway 
Company, called at the department of the 
secretary of state yesterday morning to 
file the petition for the amendments, but 
declined to give out any further inform- 
ation regarding the plans and purposes of 
the new road other than that contained 
in the petition for amendments. 

It is thought that the proposed consoll- 
dation of several important lines has been 
under consideration for some time past, 
and that at present plans are almost in 
definite shape for the deal. At a meet- 
ine of the stockholders of the North 
Georgia Railway Company, held on the 
sth. it was unanimously decided to 
change the name of the company for the 
purpose of allowing a larger for 
the operations. 

For a number of years past efforta have 

to make Port Royal one of 
important coast towns, from 
a commercial standpoint, in the south. 
The harbor is one of the deepest and 
finest in the country and is well adapted 
for shipping of all kinds. 

The unusual depth of the harbor per- 
mits vessls of large draught to enter, and 
this is one of the best points in its fa- 
vor. With the construction of railway 
piers into the harbor the vessels could be 
unloaded without difficulty and at small 
expense. 

The fact that the new company intends 
centering its interests mainly about Port 
Royal would seem to indicate that great 
improvements are contemplated in that 
vicinity in the near future. It may be 
that a line of steamers will be establishi- 
ed between Port Royal and Liverpool or 
some other important foreign port, 

The news of this venture will doubt- 
less come as a surprise to many whv 
have not been aware that any such deal 
was contemplated. It is not Known when 
active operations will begin, but it is 
highly probable that preparations wili be 
made at an early date,

Colonel Rufus Reaves, the state's agent 
in charge of the Northeastern railroad, 
was in the city yesterday and in the 
afternoon he called at the railroad com- 
mission. He and Chairman Trammell, of 
the commission, had a long talk about 
the cut in cotton rates which the chair- 
man proposed last week. 

Colonel Reaves said that 
schedule of rates would cost the 
road from Athens to Lula. thirty-nine 
miles long, $5,000. He said he had figured 
on it and the state would certainly 
the loser to the extent of $5,000. 

Colonel Trammell arzued that the road 
would haul 3,000 bales more if the rates 
were reduced. Reaves replied 
that even if the Northeastern should get 
3,000 more bales that

The interview wus so sat- 
isfactory that Dr. Kerfoot consented 
to come to Atlanta and have an in- 
terview with the board and with 
Tichenor, the acting secretary. 
Interview took place vesterday 
noon at 4 o'clock in the rooms of the 
board in the Austell buildine. After 
opening devotional exercises. the pres- 
ident called on Dr. Landrum, who in- 
formed Dr. Kerfoot of the heartiness 
and unanimity with which he had been 
elected to his high position, and to 
urge him to give assurances of his 
acceptance. 

Dr. Landrum was followed by Hon. 
Porter King, "who seconded the efforts 
of the first speaker and passionately 
pleaded with Dr. Kerfoot to gratify 
the wishes of the board. Several 
other members made short speeches, 
Drs.

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RUIN OF COTTON 
DUBTOBOLL WORMS 


Entomologist Scott Returns from Tour 
of Investigation. 


CROP MAY TURN OUT BETTER 


After Making Investigation 
Thinks Situation More Hopeful.

A REMEBY HAS BEEN SUGGESTED 


By Planting Corn Between Cotton 
Rows, Ravages of Insects Are 
Said To Be Decreased. 


State Entomologist Scott returned yes- 
terday from Troup county, where he has 
been for the past few days i.Qvestigating 
the ravages of insects on the 
crop.in that county. A thorough in- 
vestigation of the conditions was made 
and Professor Scott announces thut the 
boll worm and a litile insect known as 
thrips are largely responsible for the 
ruin of the cotton, 

While great damage has already been 
done, the top crop may turn out better 
than was at first expected, and 
the crop will not be a total failure. 
While making his investigation, Pro- 
fessor Scott discovered from five to six 
cotten bolls on much of the cotton that 
was punctured by the boll worm and 
ready to fall off. 

Practically nothing can be done for the 
crop at present, but precautions may be 
taken in the future that will assist the 
farmers in escaping the ruin and de- 
vastation worked by the boll worm on 
the cotton, It has been suggested that 
if a row of corn be planted for every 
fifty rows of cotton in the patch 
that the boll worms will attack the corn 
by preference and not touch the 
ton. 

Experiments of this nature have al- 
ready met with considerable success and 
this method .of planting has been sug- 
gested as a solution to the difficult 
problem of the boll worm. There seems 
small chance of escape from the thrips, 
which are minute insects—smaller than 
a flea—which secrete themselves in the 
buds and are consequently hard to reach. 

The spray is and there ap- 
pears to be no practicable manner to 
their ravages. The’ boll worms, 
however, prefer the corn to cotton and 
where corn is planted in the field occu- 
pied by the cotton, the moths are prone 
to deposit their eggs omy we silk of the 
corn. 

As soon as the worm {is hatched it im- 
mediately begins to feed upon the 
of corn and pays no attention to the 
cotton. After the ears of corn have be- 
come covered with the worms they can 
be pulled and fed to the hogs, thus de- 
stroying the troublesome pests of the 
farmers.

should be planted in time, 
says Professor Scott, so that 
the cotton will not be far advanced when 
the corn begins to silk. Three crops of 
corn may be planted during the season 
and during that time the entird crop 
of cotton is protected. The bottom crop 
shows on the cotton first, is followed 
by the middle crop and finally the top 
crop makes it appearance. 

In Troup county the bottom 
die crops have been totally destroyed 
and the only hope is in the top crop, 
which is now about to make its appear- 
ance. Hundreds of acres of cotton in 
that section have not a single form or 
boll to show, while the plants appear 
healthy. The growth is unusually luxu- 
riant, but the plants, instead of being 
covered with bolls, are only stalks and 
leaves. 

The boll worms and thrips 
the plants at an early stage, eating 
away the forms and consequently turn- 
ing the plants into leaves. About a 
week ago a number of complaints were 
received at the department of agricul- 
ture from the farmers in Troup county 
concerning the ravages of the insects, 
and a request was made to have an 
expert sent to that section at once to 
find out the exact nature of the trouble. 

In response to this general desire State 
Entomologist Scott went down to the 
scene of the operations of the insects 
and spent some time in making his of- 
ficial investigations. Whatever report he 
will make on the matter will doubtless 
be published by the department of agri- 
culture this week for distribuition 
throughout the state and for the benefit 
of the farmers in all sections troubled 
in a similar manner.

“The applicant, Herry Sweat, was con- 
victed at the December term, 1898, of the 
superior court of Chatham county, of thie 
Offense of murder and sentenced to be 
hanged. The pardon board had under ad- 
visement an application for executive 
clemency in behalf of the above named 
applicant, and recommends that the sen- 
tence in the above case be commuted to 
life imprisonment in the penitentiary for 
the following reasons: At the time of the 
difficulty between the deceased and de- 
fendant both were in astate of intoxica- 
tion and appeared to be on friendly and 
even intimate terms, with no present 
cause of quarrel. Defendant in a friend- 
ly manner had endeavored to prevail upon 
deceased to leave the porch of one Angus 
Smith, who had ordered him to leave, and 
when defendant endeavored to pull deceas- 
ed away, Smith pushed them both and 
they fell off the stoop to the ground. 
Thereupon they began fighting and def-nd. 
ant, much the smaller and weaker of the 
two, cut deceased, inflicting wounds from 
which he died. On the trial of defendant 
he offered to prove that deceased, when 
dying, and conscious of his’ condition, 
upon being Interrogated about the diffi- 
culty, said: ‘Harry is all right. I made 
Harry cut me. Angus Smith is the cause 
of it all,’’ which evidence, under the strict 
rules of law, was properly rejected Ly the 
court. Had the evidence been admissible 
it would have doubtless influenced the 
jury to have recommended life imprison- 
ment, one of the punishments for murder 
While this evidence was properly rejected 
by the court, it is thought to be worthy 
of consideration by the excciBive in pass- 
ing upon the application for clemency. 
Many of the best and most conservative 
citizens of Chatham county and adfotning 
counties strongly urge this commutation, 
including members of congress, represen- 
tatives and senators of Georgia, county 
and city officials, members of the grand 
jury which indicted him and of the travy- 
erse jury which convicted him.

PRESIDENT SMITH 
PILES AN ANSWER 


He Replies te the Argument of Former 
Governor Atkinson.

cal product can, itself, demand no more 
than a rate which will permit of its rea- 
sonably profitable production with, a rea-

Por railroads are Itke individuals and 
no two are alike or of the sume capacity, 
and if they were similar this year they 
might be dissimilar next Vear, and rates 
cannot be made to fluctuate accordingly. 


Earnings and Rates. 


“The railroad that earns $1,000 per mile 
is entitled to carv the products tributary 
to it at the reasonable rate which tho 
product can pay, and the road that earns 
$10,000 per mile may carry at the sume 
rate, but because {ft earns $10,000 per 
mile cannot equitably be made to earry 
the product for less than the reasonable 
rate, much less can be made to carry 
the product for nothing. 

‘Variations from this 
damental rule may be 
concession, The producer 
ing that the poor and lean railroad 
make some profit at his expense or 
well-to-do railroad may be willing to ac- 
cept less ‘than a reasonable rate, and in 
many cases competition will force it to

W. Rountree, she filed a plea claiming 
that the contract was usurious, and that 
she had a right. to recover $21 paid in 
excess of the principal and legal interest. 

The jury, under the direction of the 
late Judge Berry, found a verdict for 
Mrs. Spencer for $21. The Atlanta Sav- 
ings bank carried the case to the su- 
preme court. 

This decision is far reaching, Inasmuch 
as all deeds given to secure a contract of 
this kind are void. One of the interest- 
ing features of the case was that a large 
number of attorneys filed briefs in the 
case. Ellis, Wimbish & Ellis and Gray, 
Rrown & Randolph represented the At- 
lanta Savings bank. 

Special briefs were filed by Judge John 
I. Hall, of Macon, and Mr. Wimbish, of 
Columbus, they had cases involving 
the same question. Daniel W. Rountree 
represented Mrs. Spencer, the defendant. 

In this another principle of law 
in regard to negotiable notes is announced 
as follows: “‘The defense of usury is good 
even against a bona fide holder of a 
negotiable promissory note who acquired 
the same before its maturity.” 

The decision is No. 574, and is given in 
full in the supreme court decisions in 
another part of the paper.
